Associate Justice Reed deliv- 
ered the court’s 6-to-0 decision. 
Chief Justice Warren and Jus- 
tices Burton and Haflan took 
no part in the case. Justices 
Black, Clark, Douglas, Frank- 
furter and Minton concurred in 
the decision. 

A jury in United States Dis- 
trict Court here in February 
1954 convicted Bramblett of 
making false statements to the 
House disbursing office in con- 
nection with putting a woman 
on his House office payroll. 

The Department of Justice 
said Bramblett netted about 
$3300 in kickbacks. At the time 
of his conviction Bramblett was 
serving his fifth term in Con- 
gress. He did not run for re- 
election to the present Congress. 

After the jury conviction, 
United States District Judge 
Walter’ Bastian granted a re- 
quest by Bramblett's lawyers for 
a stay of the trial court's final 
judgment. Bastian said he agreed 
with the defense lawyers that 
there was reasonable ubt 
whether the false statement law 
—under which Bramblett was 
convicted—applies to the legis- 
lative branch of government. 

Justice Department Acts. 

The Justice Department ap- 
pealed directly to the Supreme 
Court, asking that it reverse 
Bastian’s order arresting ‘the 
judgment of conviction. The de- 
partment contended the law 
clearly applied to the House dis- 
bursing office, and to Bram- 
blett’s case. 

The Supreme Court today 
voiced agreement with the Jus- 
tice Department. :

"HIGHWAY START 


State Can Start Work in 


Agrees on Cost Share, 
Natural Bridge Link. 


The State Highway Depart- 
ment will proceed at once with 
uisition of right-of-way prop- 
for the Mark Twain Ex- 
pressway, and construction could 
begin a year from now, if the 
city signs a preliminary agree- 
ment, Myer Ableman, urban 
area engineer of the Missouri 
Highway Commission, told the 
Post-Dispatch today. 
The prelimi.ary agreement re- 
quired is a pledge that the city 
will reimburse the state for one- 
half the right-of-way cost, and 
will connect Natural Bridge ave- 
nue to the expressway at Branch 
and Eleventh streets. 
When the Board of Aldermen 
approvés this agreement, the 
state will be ready to start on 
the southern end of the 14-mile 
expressway for’ northwest St. 
Louis and St. Louis county. 
The first section undertaken 


se will be a stretch of about two 


miles extending from the termi- 
nus of the Third Street Intere- 
gional Highway at Third street 
and Washington avenue to Elev- 
enth and Branch. 

The route to be taken by the 
expressway has been under dis- 
cussion for years, with one 
neighborhood organization after 
another urging that the traffic 
artery traverse some other sec- 
tion. The prolonged debate fi- 
nally was terminated last Friday 
when the Board of Aldermen 
approved a route recommended 
by state engineers. 

This route will take the ex- 
pressway north from the down- 
town area, on a line parelleling 
Broadway between Ninth and 
Eleventh, to a point south of 
O’Fallon Park. Continuing along 
the eastern and northern edges 
of the park, the expressway will 
take in parts of Bircher boule- 
vard and Lillian avenue, and 
reach the city limits at Wood- 
lawn avenue. 

The St. Louis County Council 
already has approved the route 
through the county, a seven-mile 
stretch extending westward past 
the new terminal building at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field to a 
new bridge across the Missouri 
River at St. Charles. 

The Mark Twain Expressway 
will cost approximately $49,000.- 
000. The city is required to pay 
one-half of the $2,000,000 cost 
of right-of-way through St. 
Louis. The state and federal 
governments pay the other half, 
and all construction costs.

A-WAR SURVIVORS 
WOULD GET MUSH 
FROM STORED CORN 


WASHINGTON, April 4 (UP) 
—The nation‘s huge stockpile of 


surplus grain will be tapped to 
produce oatmeal and corn mush 
for survivors in event of an 
atomic attack. 

Word that the surpluses piled 
up under the price support pro- 


tion’s defense plans came today 
from Theodore S. Gold, a grain 
expert with the Department of 
Agriculture. 

Wheat and other grains have 
top priority in the department’s 
plans, for emergency feeding. 

Gold said warehouses and 
elevators would provide some 
protection from drifting radio- 
active dust kicked up by an atom 
blast, Normal milling operations 
would remove almost all re- 
maining contamination from the 
grain, he added. 

The “Government also owns 
large stocks of cheese, dry milk 
solids, butter and other foods 
which could be used for emer- 
gency feeding, Gold said.

The best chance for peace 
‘without surrender, he said, lies 
in keeping the nation and the 
free world “stronger than any 
potential aggressors” and in 
making clear to the world a firm 
“determination to ‘use our 
strength against aggression when 
it occurs.”

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WASHINGTON, April 4 (AP) 
—Senator Wiley (Rep.), of Wis- 
consin, suggested today that 
Congress “tend to its own_knit- 
ting” and allow President Esen- 
hower to decide what the United 
States should do in the Formosa 
strait. 

Wiley, senior Republican 
member of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, said he 
supports Mr. Eisenhower’s posi- 
tion in declining to say now 
what action this country will 
take if the Chinese Communists 
attack Quemoy and Matsu. 

Alluding to the defend-For- 
+mosa resolution passed by Con- 
gress in January, Wiley said in 
an interview: | 

“Congress has said that For- | 
mosa is significant to our de- |

3000 MARCH TO SEA 
IN PLEA FOR RAIN | 
AND ARE DRENCHED | 


TAIPEI, Formosa, April 4| 
(AP)—Formosa has been in the | 
grip of a drouth almost without 
parallel. 

Crops were seared. Water was | 
so low that the hydroelectric 
output was cut and power was 
rationed. 

On Saturday the magistrate 
of Hsinchu, near Taipei, led a 
procession of 3000 Chinese in a 
march to the sea to invoke the 
benevolence of the gods. 

As they were marching, dark 
clouds gathered. Heavy rain be- 
gan to fall. The marchers knelt 
in the downpour and gave 
thanks. 

Nationalist officials estimated 
the rains would save crops with 
a potential yield of 150,000 tons 
of rice. 

The storm that brought. rain 
to Formosa also brought violent 


winds to the nearby Pescadores. | 


Press reports from the island 
said 12 fishing boats and nine 
dwellings were destroyed, 10 
boats were missing, and 20 boats 
and 70 houses were damaged.

| records 
after MacArthur de- 
ts that his advice 
prompted concessions to 
the Soviet Union in order to en- 
list that nation in the Pacific 
war.

Army Takes Action. 

on Saturday an- 
nounced it had boosted the se- 
curity classification of MacAr- 
thur’s wartime message file and 
other documents and was leav- 
ing a decision on their release 
to the t of Defense. 

President Eisenhower's press 
secretary, James C. Hagerty, was 
asked today if the Pentagon had 
violated a Presidential directive 
in upgrading the secrecy classi- 
fication of the documents. 

“I'll take a look at it,” Hager- 
ty replied. 

The question was raised by W. 
H, Lawrence of the New York 
Times, who said the Army “ar- 
bitrarily” gave the documents a 
higher secrecy classification and 
had “no right to do so” under 
an executive order. 

The order to which Lawrence 
evidently referred was issued in 
November 1953. It eliminated 
the “restricted” category under 
which the records had been clas- 
sified since shortly after the end 
of World War II. Simultaneous- 
ly, it set a deadline by which 
such papers had to be given a 
higher secrecy rating or be 
stripped of all classification. 

Extensions ire. 

Army officials, qhestioned last 
Saturday, said two extensions of 
the deadline had been granted 
but the last expired Jan. 1 of 
this year. The documents relat- 
ing to MacArthur’s views on 
bringing Russia into the Pacific 
fighting were stamped “confi- 
dential” last Friday morning, it 
was learned. Later they went to 
the Defense Department. 

MacArthur said he wants the 
whole record released—if at all 
—vecause he wnderstands that 
the Defense Department is now 
being asked to release only se- 


lected documents dealing with 


plans for implementing the 
Yalta decisions. He said this 
release would exclude “the doc- 
umentation which preceded the 
Yalta decisions and which alone 
might cast light upon the re- 
sponsibilities- involved.” 

Such partial release, the Gen- 
eral added, “could only result in 
added confusion in the public 


mind concerning the issue under | 


discussion, which is the respon- 
sibility for the Yalta decisions.” 

In an editorial on March 25 
the Washington Post and Times- 
Herald challenged MacArthur's 
denial of any responsibility for 
the Yalta concessions. The news- 
paper said the General was 
known to have pleaded “for 
concessions to get Russia into 
the Japanese war.”

Denial Repeated. 

MacArthur repeated anew last 
night his earlier denial of this, 
saying: 

“After the recent publication 
of the Yalta documents, to my 
utter amazement, it was stated 
on the floor of the Senate that 
the concessions made at Yalta by 
the American and British chiefs 
of state were based upon my 
recommendations. 

“Such statement is utterly un- 
founded and without the slight- 
est basis in fact.” 

He said military. advice given 


to President Franklin D. Roose- 


velt and British Prime Minister 
Churchill at Yalta came from the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff of the re- 
spective countries. MacArthur 
continued: 


“The estimate of these chiefs 
of staff that the war with Japan 
would last for 18 months after 
the- Soviet had entered was at 
coémplete variance with my own 

ubliadty announced estimate of 
apan’s growing weakiw'ss.... 

“Indeed, so confirmed was my 
belief in Japan’s early defeat 
that discussions were held at 
my headquarters concerning the 
possibility of finishing off Japan 
even before the close of the 
European war.” 

MacArthur has _ previously 
stated he felt Russia should 
have entered the war against 
Japan after the attack on Pearl 
Harbor. He said he urged such 
a step in a message to Secretary 
of War Stimson on or about De- 
cember 13, 1941, but received 
no reply.

The North Atlantic Treaty Organization has 
now completed six eventful years.

rest. It is not a simple task. 

Leadership today requires not so 
much a determination to smash the 
other fellow as an understanding of the 
lessons of human experience.

But who is doing the thinking? Who 
is giving sustained and incisive thought 
to the most complicated and dangerous 
problem in the age of man? 


If Not the President, Then Who? 


Next question: Does anyone have 
time to think? Does the President have 
time to think? The daily calendar of an 
American President, with its endless 
appointments and gladhanding chores, 
not only excludes sustained thought but 


creates the kind of staccato, jangling. 


pattern of mental activity that leads to 
a demand for surcease rather than 
study. 

A day on the golf links thus becomes 
a useful cathartic for eliminating con- 
gested impressions and helping a man 
to retain his sanity, but it doesn’t

If the President has not time to 
think, then who? Almost everyone in 
Washington is spending so much time 
being strategical that almost no one ‘is 
being historical, There are so many 
movers and shakers that there is hardly 
any room for thinkers. 


This is not a political party matter;

arty lines. Washington does not exist 
n terrible isolation. Washington can 
be only a reflection and a projection

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so much leisure time been available to 
so many. Leisure hours now exceed 
working hours. But we have a genius 
for cluttering. 

We have somehow managed to per- 
suade ourselves that we are too busy 
to think, too busy to read, too busy to 
look back, too busy to look ahead, too 
busy to understand that all our wealth 
and all our power are not enough to 
safeguard our future unless there is 
also a real understanding of the danger 
that threatens us and how to meet it. 


Men and Their Personal Kingdoms 


Thus, being busy is more than merely 
a national passion; it is a national 
excuse. 

The real question, however, céncerns 
not the time or lack of it we provide 
for thought, but the value we place on 
thought. What standing does thought- 
fulness enjoy in the community-at- 
large? What great works.of contemp- 
orary literature assign importance to 
thought or make heroes of thoughtful 
men? 

Action, - accumulation, diversion — 
these seem to be the great imperatives. 
We are so busy entertaining ourselves 
and increasing the size and ornamenta- 
tions .of our personal kingdoms that 
we have hardly considered that no age 
in history has had as many loose props 
under it as our own. 

Everyone seems to agree, from the 
President down, that we have to find 
some Way other than war to protect 
ourselves, support the cause of freedom 
in the world, and serve the cause of 
man. But who is giving any consecu- 
tive thought to an “other way?” 

We ask the world’s peoples to spurn 
the lie of Communism, and we back 
up this advice with the offer of guns, 
but what revolutionary idea do we our- 
selves espouse? 


‘Busy Man in the Mirror’ 


War in Asia seems all too imminent 
but we talk about it as though it is 
some unpleasant little business at a dis- 
tance instead of the curtain raiser for 
a war in which the big bombs will 
be dropped on America just as surely 
as they will be dropped on the enemy. 

Meanwhile, we are told by govern- 
ment that there is no real defense 
against atomic attack, after all. Surely, 
all this requires some thought. 

This nation of ours will not repro- 
duce itself automatically.

Tells Senators Money Given 
Him in Cash Was Spent 
for Members’ Benefit. 


WASHINGTON, April 4 (UP) 
—Edward Gallagher, president 
of the Pointers, Cleaners and 
Caulkers Union Local 52 at Chi- 
cago, denied today that he had 
made any personal use of union 
welfare funds turned over to 
him in cash. 

Testifying before a Senate 
Labor subcommittee investigat- 
ing union welfare systems, he 
insisted that all the money was 
spent for the benefit of the lo- 
cal’s members. 

Gallagher was questioned about 
cash withdrawals from the 
union’s defense fund between 
February 1952 and July 1953. 

In nearly all cases, these 
withdrawals, totaling $55,300, 
coincided with transfers of equal 
amounts from the union’s wel- 


defense fund account, previous 
testiomny disclosed. 

Committee Counsel William 
Leece asked what the cash was 
used for. Gallagher said it was 
used to pay cash benefits to 
members and for related wel- 
fare expenses. 

Leece said some benefit pay- 
ments were made by check and 

asked why some were .paid in 
cash. 

“We used checks when we got 
down to a little better system,” 
Gallagher answered. “It was 
just a matter of not keeping 
things the way they should have 


been kept.”

OUPLE of weeks ago we 

went out to visit a friend who 

was worried because he was 
sure his, house was infested with 
termites. We checked around but 
never did find a trace of ter- 
mites. On the other hand, we 
found traces of wood decay. In 
fact we found plenty of wood 
decay, about $500 worth of wood 
decay, which is nothing to laugh 
about. 


There is not much difference 
between a piece of wood that 


must be replaced because it has 
been attacked by termites and 
one that has been attacked by 
wood decay. Both will cost just 
the same amount of money. You 
can save yourself a lot of worry 
and money if, when it’s neces- 
sary to install woodwork in your 
home you use wood that h 
been treated with a wood pre- 
servative or if you apply the 
wood preservative to the wood 
yourself. 


A wood presevative does not 
work the same way as paint. It 
goes into the wood pores and 
prevents the fibers being dam- 
aged by the fungus that causes 
decay. What’s more, it makes 
the wood uninteresting to ter- 
mites and other insects. 


It is especially important to 
treat wood that is going to be 
used outside, in a damp location 
or near the earth with a pre- 
servative. At this time of year 
you'll probably have a lot of 
smail woodworking jobs to do 
around the house such as replac- 
ing porch floors, fences, ete,, and 
if you are smart you'll coat each 
piece of wood with a preserva- 
tive before it’s nailed into place. 
By the way, modern wood pre- 
servatives can be painted over 
without ill effect to the pre-

Second article in a series 
about one of the world’s richest 
and most colorful men, the 
Nizam of Hyderabad. He’s prob- 
ably the last of the dynasty of 
the great Indian princes of Hy- 
derabad.

SMAN ALI KHAN, Nizam of - 


Hyderabad, is one of the 
world’s richest men and he 
has a harem of 42 Begums. 

But stch a brief description 
cannot begin to tell the real 
story of this fabulous mogul of 
the Far East, who will be 71 
years old this week. To know 
him, you must know about his 
earlier life—before he became 
head of the princely State of 
Hyderabad. 

Osman Ali was a quiet, -seri- 
ous-minded young man, well-dis- 
ciplined, polite and self-effacing. 

His English tutor, Sir Brian 
Egerton, described him as “an 
accomplished gentleman of good 
family and suave manners.” 

He was born on April 6, 1884. 
His mother’s name was Zehra 
Begum. All through her life and 
even after her deathy he re- 
mained deeply attached to her. 
From her he derived deep feel- 
ing for religion and clear-cut 
ideas on what is right and what 
is wrong. 


His childhood was spent be- 
hind the high walls of the old 
palace, Purani Haveli. His father, 
Nizam VI, was anxious that he 
should not be brought up as a 
spoiled child. 

Once at the foot of the hill 
called Mauli Ali, on which is 
built a holy shrine, the young 
Osman spotted a multicolored 
parrot which caught his fancy. 
His father asked his attendants 
to buy it from the owner and 
give it to Osman. 

The attendants discovere 
that the parrot belonged to @ 
little village boy who was un- 
willing to part with it at any 
price. 

A rich landlord standing by 
forced it out of the child’s hand, 
giving a hundred-rupee note to 
the parents in exchange, enough 
to buy him several parrots. Os- 
man got his parrot, but when 
his father came down from the 
hill he heard the cries of the 
child. 

He found out what had hap- 
pened and ordered that the par- 
rot be returned, adding: “Let 
my son cry instead. He should 
grow up like any other child.” 

Riches were to give Osman 
no immunity from human emo- 
tions. 

Yet on another occasion, Ni- 
zam VI behaved differently to- 
ward his son. The youngster had 
dropped a gold coin, called 
ashrafi, from his hand and he 
stooped to pick it up. 


“A bad sign,” his father said. 


“He might develop a love for 
money.” 

The tradition of the court was 
that if a piece of gold fell from 
the hands of the Nizam it was 
lost. He should never pick it 
up, nor even take it if it were 
picked up for him. 

At the turn of the century 
Lord Curzon, as Viceroy of In- 
dia, paid an official visit to 
Hyderabad. 

He impressed upon Nizam VI 
the desirability of naming a suc- 
cessor. So Osman Ali Khan was 
declared the heir apparent. Soon 
afterwards, the vast, sprawling 
residence of a nobleman was 
bought for the 16-year-old Os- 
man. He was installed there in 
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the charge of Sir Brian Eger- 
ton. This estate later came to 
be known as King Kothi. 

It was here that young Osman 
was groomed for succession to 
the throne. 

“Instruction in riding, shoot- 
ing and, other manly exercises 
t neglected,” says the 
official record on him. 

But his heart was more in 
books than on the parade 
ground and the playing fields. 
In fact, court officials of the 
time who are alive today, recall 
how reluctantly he would leave 
his book of Persian poems to 
attend his classes of military 
training. 

He was by nature a book- 
worm and not a sportsman. Yet 
what little he did on the field 
he did with perfection:. Tent- 
pegging, riding, sheep cutting. 

The latter was a novel kind 

of sport peculiar to that period. 
A sheep or goat with its vitals 
removed was suspended between 
an upright pole and a rectangu- 
lar bar at 45 degrees. 
_ Osman, on a galloping horse, 
a sword in hand, had to cut the 
animal in two. This he did with 
great ease. 

He had his several youthful 
phases. As a young man he had 
extravagant tastes. He was fond 
of rich clothes. His tailors used 
to make sarapas for him. A 
sarapa is a coat entirely em- 
broidered with jewels. In his 
early days he had several sa- 
rapas made, each for some grand 

on. 


One was of pearls, another 
of emeralds, a third of dia- 
monds and the fourth of rubies. 

This luxurious phase disap- 
peared in time. . 

In the 1920s he -developed a 
fondness for ballroom dancing. 
He took to this new pastime en- 
thusiasticalty. 

He started entertaining at his 
palace every week, sometimes 
twice a week, with a local or- 
chestra playing jazz. 

His guests varied according 
to each occasion, from the 
stolid British Resident and his 
wife to the more cosmopolitan 
gatherings of local jazz fiends 
of lesser social value. 


The Peggys and Maggies of 
Hyderabad at the time had the 
honor of being whirled around 
the improvised ballroom of King 
Kothi by the enthusiastic heir 
apparent who was anxious to 
become a polished ballroom 
dancer, while the dance band 
played such latest tunes as 
“Whispering” and “I’m Forever 
Blowing Bubbles.” It had to be 
so, for ballroom dancing was at 
that time a Western sophistica- 
tion which the landed gentry of 
Hyderabad had not yet acquired.

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HOUGH a staunch Moslem, 
he knew how to adapt him- 
self to the ways of the mod- 
é€rn world. "ity 

He drank moderately, lightly 
and with decorum. But as with 
all his hobbies he felt he had. to 
do something about this fashion 
for drink. 

Not content with a cellar, he 
put up a distillery. Soon his de- 
sire for perfection made him 
want to become a connoisseur of 
wines. His taste in drink, how- 
ever, did not go much further 
than champagne and port. 

I never realized how wealthy 
the Nizam was until I inter- 
viewed a wealthy dealer in 
gems who had visited him. It was 
during the war. Money was easy 
to come by. Jewelers in India 
were doing a roaring trade with 
a crop of new rich rising out of 
the black market. 
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Even so, it was not e 
find a buyer for two benmaitul 
25-carat rubies which come 
into the hands of the jeweler. 
Someone suggested he show 
them to the Nizam, a connoisseur 
of precious stones. 

With suitable introduction he 
came to the palace, attired in his 
best London suit and heavily 
lavendered. He carried the ru- 
bies, which he proudly laid be- 
fore the Nizam. 

The Nizam betrays no aston: 
ishment at their purity or size. 
Instead, he summoned an at- 
tendant and sent him on an 
errand. Soon a large steel trunk, 


- Carried by four servants, arrived 


= was placed at the Nizam’s 
eet. ° 

The trunk appeared to be full 
of little. bags of no particular 
attraction. After looking them 
over carefully for a few minutes 
the Nizam picked up one and 
untied the cord. He dipped his 
hand into the bag and drew from 
it some two dozen rubies of 
various shapes and sizes which 
he laid on the table for the 
jeweler to see. 

“It was like a schoolboy pro- 
ducing marbles from his 
pocket,” the jeweler told me. 
“I became quite speechless. In 
comparison with what he pro- 
duced the two gems which I had 
brought with me looked like 
mere baubles.” 


~ 4 
HEN the jeweler regained 
his voice he expressed his 
amazement at the rubies laid 
before him. The Nizam smiled 
and looked into the trunk again. 
He picked up another bag and 
from it he extracted a handful 
of emeralds. 

From yet another he drew 
pearls, and so on, until almost 
every precious gem, each of in- 
comparable beauty, lay before 
the astonished jeweler’s eyes. 

Nor was this the only trunk. 
This fabulous wealth had been 
lying for years unset and un- 
mounted, like pebbles, in bags 
stored in various trunks in the 
palace strongroom. This collec- 
tion of gems, if put on the mar- 
ket all at once, would wreck it. 

The Nizam said politely: “You 
see, I have no immediate need 
for rubies. Your stones are very 
good. You should get a very 
good price for them.” 7 

After the advent of the ne 
India regime, the Nizam de- 
cided to call Dinshali J. Gaz- 
dar, a well-known jeweler, to 
value some of his fabulous 
treasures. Gazdar’s job was to 
present a report to the Nizam’s 
Jewelry Committee on the ob- 
jects of art and on the jewelry 
which was the personal prop- 
erty-of the Nizam. 

Gazdar arrived-Jan. 11, 1950, 
and stayed for a week. He began 
by looking at Mogul enamels 
consisting of cups, plates, tea- 
pots, milk jugs, decorative par- 
rots, rosewater sprinklers, pan 
boxes, trays, bowls. They were 
all studded with precious stones. 

He also saw four enamel ele- 
phants with a pair of camels, 
and a horse. Next came the 
jades, carved and set with 
gems; then, the crystals. 

The next two days Gazdar 
spent inspecting and valuing the 
collection of jewelery. The 
strongroom in which they were 
kept was a long rectangular 
room about 120 feet long and 
40 feet wide. 

He saw a rare unmounted set 
of 22 emeralds, the total weight 
of which was 
largest stone in this set was 50 
carats, the smallest about 10 
carats. The Nizam was in the 
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room when Gazdar was looking 
over this set. When he had fin- 
ished his examination, the Nizam 
said to the jeweler, “These I 
consider worth 40,000 pounds.” 

Gazdar shook his head. “No, 
Your Exalted Highness, I value 
them at 400,000 .pounds.” 

The Nizam’s eyes lit up. Ex- 
citedly he shouted to the little 
group of officials at the other 
end of the room, “Gazdar says 
the emeralds are worth 400,000 
pounds!” | 

All the courtiers automatically 
nodded their heads in agreement, 
as was the ritual, with their eyes 

out to show amazement. 

It little difference 
to him what the emeralds were 
worth, for it was a flea-bite in 
terms of his whole collection. His 
delight was that his own con- 
servative estimate was so com- 
pletely wrong. 

Gazdar read his report aloud 
to the Nizam: “I have never set 
eyes on such jewels before. Each 
piece is beautifully enamaled on 
the back in colors obtainable 
only 
stones. Today if I were asked to 
produce even®a small replica of 
one of these I would be unable 
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after pounding \ precious . 


cash them and maintain 
to do so, for these are unique 
specimens of a lost art.” 

The Nizam clapped his hands 
with delight and said, “Very 
good, very good. Please read 
that again.” 

The romance the jeweler wove 
around the jewels appealed to 
the Nizam more than their es- 
timated value.

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Designing Woman 
New utd ef Summer Furniture

IGHT and bright colors are 
L the metal furniture fashion 

for summer, 1955. And per- 
haps there’s money in the budg- 
et for a new umbrella table, a 
luxurious canopied glider, or a 
soft-cushioned sun chaise, if the 
old furnitwre were painted to 
look like new. 


As long as it keeps its shape, 
nearly all metal furniture is re- 
claimable. Even pieces that are 
crusty with rust can be returned 
to the days of their youth when 
there’s a will and a way. And 
here’s the way: , 


Remove all the loose pales 
and rust possible with steel 
wool. If paint is thick and blis- 
tery, apply paint remover, and 
there are good new ones of the 
paste type which prevents trou- 
blesome dripping. Wipe and 
scrape the paint off after this 
application, Rust remover comes 
next, and it works much the 
same as paint remover. 


The Dean Speaks Up 


At this aiik @ your- 
self future bouts with rust by 
applying a coat of penetrating 
rust-preventer. Metal can rust 
even under paint, and if it does, 
it pushes up blisters and breaks 
the paint film. Then, too, for 
all the effort some rust may re- 
main. The rust-preventer will 
hold it and stop rust that wasn’t 
entirely removed from increas- 
ing. 

The rust remover needn’t be 
used alone. It can be mixed 
with metal primer—half a pint 
to one gallon—and the two can 
be applied as one coat. Red 
lead, which can be bought ready- 
mixed, is a best bet for the 
primer. Now, to make the fur- 
niture finish last as nearly for- 
ever as you want it to, apply 
two coats of enamel made for 
outdoor use. And make the two 
coats slightly different in shade.

ONE reason for two shades is 
that the change of color shows 
up places that are missed so you 
can be sure to make the last 


coat cover completely. Another 
reason is to give warning when 
it’s time to paint again. The 
time to repaint is when the un- 
dercoat shows through the final 
finish even slightly, which is 
long before the furniture gets 
into a condition that demands 
all these steps again. 

Don’t paint when the ground 
or atmosphere is damp, or when 
the sun is hot. The dampness 
or the heat may cause paint to 
blister because the surface dries 
before the thinner evaporates 
and vapor forms under the 
paint.
